BOULANGISTS PUT TO ROUT. 


The Government Wins an Overwhelming 
Victory in the French Elections. 
SPECIAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE.

. Paris, May 4.—The result of today’s munic- 
ipal elections was as great a victory for the 
Government as it was almost a complete col- 
lapse for the Boulangist party. Round about 
town tonight the immense success of the 
Government was generally connected with 
their judicious and firm conduct in 
regard to May-Day demonstrations. 
The Boulangists had determined to hold 
a meeting this afternoonin the Rue de la 
Bre Sec. Thitherat 8 o’clock La Guerro, 
Naquet, Derquede, and others of the faithful 
band gathered and held a solemn séance 
as to whether Gen. Boulanger should return 
to France. The séance strictly secret. 


Nevertheless, I am able to state that after a 


free discussion it was decided that the result 
of the day's elections should be awaited. If 
they proved, as was hoped, an overwhelming 
victory for the ex-Minister of War, anda 
total collapse for his political enemies, then 
would be the moment for “ Le Brav General” 
to return. In the evening I made a call at 
the headquarters of the Boulangists, the 
office of La Presse in the Boulevard dos 
Capucines. It is from there that La Guerre 
and Naquet pen the policy of their party. 
Atthe first elecuon two weeks ago the 
office of La Presse was the scene of a guther- 
ing of jubilant partisans. Tonight how 
strangely things had altered. Not a sign of 
life was visible except the office-boy, who 
looked strangely disconsolate. I made a 


search for the Secretary and found him. He 


said: 
Une.“ 

No wonder the Boulangists are disconsolate. 
The **Ecrasement des Boulangists’’ was the 
heading of the Paris newspapers. It ex- 
plained the whole of the day's re- 
sult, accounted for the emptiness 
of the Presse offices, and will un- 
doubtedly account. for Gen. Boulanger 
deciding to remain outside France. The re- 
suits as made known about 10 this evening 
were, including the seats filled at the elec- 
tion last Sunday week: Republicans elected, 
65; Monarchists, 18; Boulangists, 2. There 
were in all fifty-eight Boulangists beaten at 
today’s election.

THE HIGHEST OF 1884.

Wears That the Floods from Above W 
Result in Greater Disaster—An Appeal 
for Aid from Vicksbarg, Miss., to the 
Federal Government—Welcome Rain 
“nd Snow Storms in Minnesota and 

Dakota. | } 

New Onxtnans, La., May 4,—-[Special.]— 
Alarm is now felt for the serious: floods in 
the Red River. The rivar at Fulton rose 
three-tenths during the last twenty-four 
hours and is still rismg. The water has al- 


ready risen beyond the highest marks of | 


great floods. There are a number of breaks 
in the levees above and it is feared few 
places will escape inundation. At many 
points the river is washing over the levees. 

The outlook below Süreveport is very dis- 
couraging. Several crevasses have occurred 
in the last three days. The Alden levee, 
which was held recently through the exer- 
tions of a few citizens, is gone, the break 


being 300 feet wide. Harts Island is partly 


submerged and Vanhoose levee, on Grisby’s 
Island, gave away. A determined effort 
is being made to close it. This morn- 
ing Sunflower levee on the  fullilove 


plantation broke. This levee was thought 


sufficiently strong to resist the flood. The 


river at Shreveport is as high as in May, 1884, 


when the water reached thirty-two and seven- 
tenths feet on the gauge, the highest on rec- 
ord; and is still rising. The planterson the 
river apprehend a geueral overflow. It is 
feared that few levees Will resist tne press- 
ure when the flood from above reaches 
here. 

The crevasse at Westwego was closed at 1 
o’clock this morning and by noon the water 
was entirely stopped. This work was done 
by the laborers of tne Southern Pacific and 
Texas and Pacific roads, aided by the planta- 
tion hands in the vicinity. 

Tne Crevasse at Labdells, in West Baton 
Rouge, has been abandoned and all forces 
concentrated on the closure of Point Manoir 
at Hermitage. A force of 350 men has been 
concentrated on Elton levee, East Carroll, 
where a cave is momentarily expected. 

VicksspuRG, Miss., May 4.—Mayor Beck, 
having received telegrams from many points 
in the delta applying for aid, wirea Secretary 
Proctor tonight that the time for rendering 
assistance from the Government had come. 

SHREVEPORT, La., May 4.—The river con- 
tinues to rise steadily and is. now one-tenth 
of an inch higher than in 1884. It is believed 


the rise here will go from eighteen inches to 


two feet higher before coming to a stand. 
On the Caddo side, above this city, the whole 
country from the river to the lake is a sheet 
of water. All low lands not protected by 
levees are flooded. 


Mond City, La., May Arne water con- 


tinues to rise about four inches a day. It has 
covered Front street and most of North and 
South Railroad avenue, The indicauons are 
that the water will be at least as high here 
this season as it was in 1884, when it covered 


most of the town.

WESTERN FARMERS ARE HAPPY. 


After Three Weeks’ Drought a Day’s Rain- | 


fall Improves the Prospect. 

Sroux Faris, S. D., May 4.—[Special. |— 

South Dakota is as happy as a clam. From 
midnight there has been a heavy fall of rain: 
For over three weeks not a drop of water had 
fallen and farmers were beginning to get dis- 
couraged over the prospects, but today’s rain 
will prove a godsend. The acreage sown in 
this county is an increase over that of last 
year by 20 per cent, mainly due to local 
causes. About 9 o’clock today the thermom- 
eter dropped several degrees, and until noon 
a light fall of snow was had. This again was 
changed into rain, and the storm is not yet 
over. 
/ Huron, 8. D., May 4.— [Special. Crop 
reports received by Sergt. Glenn of the 
United States Signal Office from all parts of 
the State are very encouraging, except in a 
few localities. Unusual winds and freezing 
nights have not damaged wheat. Rain was 
greatly,needed in the central and northwest- 
ern part of the State, but heavy rains visited 
these localities, this place, and nearly the 
whole State last night and today, giving 
farmers. new hope and encouragement. 

YanxkTON, S. D., May 4.— [Special.] — Rain 
has fallen in this vicinity twenty-four hours. 
It has been general throughout the State. 

Forman, N. D., May4.—[Special.|—A much 
needed rain has been falling nearly all day 
and will probably continue through the night. 
Everybody is jubilant over the prospect, 
which is now very encouraging. Today's 
rain bas been worth thousands of dollars to 
the farmers of this county. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., May 4.—[Special.]—Min- 
nesota was today visited by a snow-storm 
which lasted several hours, the fall reaching 
three and a half inches. The snow served a 
double purpose, put out the extensive forest 
fires and benefited the soil far more than an 
ordinary rain-storm. It was still snowing 
slightly at 9 p. m., but Signal-Service reports 
indicate that it will turn into rain in a few 
nours, to be followed tomorrow by clear and 
much warmer weather. The snow is tne 
first that has fallen here in May in many 
years. iq 

Reports indicate that the snow-storm was 
general throughout the Northwest. From La 
Crosse, Wis., to Jamestown, N. D., the 
storm extended and reached to the lake on 
the north. At Fergus Falls, Minn., it snowed 
for four hours, but melted immediately. At 
Mankato six inches of gsnowfell. Five inches 
feil at St. Peter. At Albert Lea it snowed 
nearly all day, as it did also at St. Cloud, 
Bird Island, St. James, Redwood Falls, Lum- 
berton, and Faribault. At Jamestown, N. 
D., it snowed fortwelve hours, the fall being 
estimated at four inches. Late snows in 
former years have been invariavly followed 
by big crops. | ; 

Burralo, Minn., May 4 — [Special. — The 
greatest snow-storm eyer seen in Central 
Minnesota in May fell on this fire-stricken 
Wright County today, and no blessing this 
community ever had was more thankfully re- 
ceived, The storm began during the night 
and increased in severity until 2 o’clock this 
afternoon. All danger to Buffalo is now 
passed, the fires being completely ex- 
tinguished except at a few points in the 
woods. |

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WAS DETECTIVE STRICKLER POISONED? 


Ancther Sensational Episode in the Oman 
Robbery Case at Findlay, o. 

Fixpiay, O., May 4— Tue city 

is greatly excited today Over the sudden and 


mysterious death of Henry Strickler, a de- | 


tective who at the January term of the grand 
jury succeeded in having indictments found 
against eight:prominent and well-known citi- 
zens for being the principals in the now cele- 
brated Oman robbery. Oman’s house was 
visited by White Caps and his 4-year-oid 
child tortured by fire in order to make mem- 
bers of the family reveal the hiding place of 
asum of money Oman Was supposed to have 
in the house. | 

The Omans thought they recognized tne 
voices of several members of the party and 
were convinced they wers neighbors, yet no 
olew could be obtained by which the robbers 
could be identified or hended. Mr. 
Oman employed John N Lowe, a detective 
from Toledo, to work up the case. He was 
about to cause the arrest of eight prominent 
citizens of the county when he was suddenly 
taken ill and brought to the Humphrey House 
in this city, where he shortly afterward died 
in great agony from some acute stomach 
trouble, as his physicians Claimed. It is now 
believed that he was poisoned by the mistress 
of one of the men suspected of the crime, us 
his note books and effects disappeared dur- 
ing his short illness, and with them all the 
evidence he had secured against the parties 
suspected of the robbery. 

Mr. Oman then placed the matter in the 


bands of Henry Strickler, the young man. 


whose sudden death caused such a sensation 
this morning. Strickler followed the same 
lines Lowe had pursued. Accumulated evi- 
deuce of a sufficient character to secure the 
indictment at the January term of court of 
Henry Kibler, Jerome Kibler, Charles Mor- 
gan, Levi Fox, Albert Decker, John Long, 
„Tuck Hughes, and Charles Bates, all 
well-known and well-to-do citizens, several 
of whom live in this city. All were arrested 
and immediately gave bonds. A few days 


ago he became ill, much in the same way as 


did his predecessor, Lowe, and this morning 
died in great agony, and his friends claim 
that he, too, was poisoned to prevent his evi 
dence in thecapproaching trial of the Oman 
robbery. 


PILLSBURY THINES WHEAT WILL GO UP. 


Increased Demands Will Within Five Years 
Make It Worth 81 = Bushel. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 4 — [Special. — 
C. A. Pillsbury, the big miller, in a long in- 
tervidw today said he did not think the 
wheat situation warranted any foreboding of 
evil. He called attention to the fact that the 
consumption of wheat is increasing, foilow- 
ing the advance of civilization. He said 3 
good deal had been said about the increased 
acreage in this country, but the maximum 
development was reached during the five 
years ending in 1880, and the increase was 
about 44 per cent. During the next four 
years tne increase was less than 4 per cent, 
and in 1880 there was a decrease of 34 per 
cent. In this country consumption was in- 
creasing about 8,000,000 to 10,000,000 bushels 
annually, and against a decreasing supply. 
He regards it as certain that the increased 
demand for wheat will send prices up to a 
remunerative standard. 

Mr. Pillsbury does not Ward India as a 
menacing competitor of this country.

Senator Blackburn will 
ulate resolutions to be offered in the Senate, 
and the Senate will be asked to adjourn over 
until Wednesday, the funeral to take place 
in the Senate chamber at 1~o’clock Tuesday. 

Representative Breckinridge will confer 
with the Speaker anc if possible secure an 
adjournment of the House from about 2 
o’clock Monday until Wednesday. 

The body will remain at Mr. Breckinridge’s 


until just before the funeral services. It is 


expected that Senator Blackburn will deliver 
an oration during the services in the Senate.

At Lexington they will be 
given into the custody of Gov. Buckner and 
the State officials. Dr. W. A. Bartlett of the 
Presbyterian church will conduct the sery- 
ices at the grave, which will take place not 
later than noon Thursday.

A BISHOP AND EDITOR AT Wak 


The “ Arbeiter-Zeitung of Belleville, III.. 
Denoanced from the Pulpit.

“My dea,” said Mr. Gray yesterday, 
“will serve a double purpose. It will be in- 
teresting and instructive as a practical illus- 
tration of the methods of ‘reducing’ ore, 
and it will also show tne mineral resources 
of the different ore-producing States and 
territories. 

The scheme is to erect reduction plants 
op the Fair grounds. Heretofore such ex- 
hibits have consisted only of a display of 
ores or something of that sort, and mining 
is the least understood of any of the indus- 
tries. Ithink it would bea good scheme to 
give a practical illustration of the process 
required to reduce ore to metal. For this 
purpose I would have all the necessary space 
say 100 acres or so—allotted as soon as the 
site is decided on. Then a committee of prac- 
tical men should be appointed to arrange the 
general outline of the plan. Ine idea is to 
have all the reduction piants necessary 
erected for every State and Territory that 
produces ore. Some will need many and 
some few, ail according to the different 
kinds of ore produced. | 

“ After that has been fixed the ore-produc- 
ing States and Territories should be called 
on to send each a delegate to complete the 
details. That being done they could go back 
Knowing exactly what should be done to 
make the best display. | 

“CT am satisfied that all the money that 
would be required woula be readily appropri- 
ated. It would not be much. As for the 
plants themselves I think they would be 
erected for the advertisement. There would 
be a rivalry as to which could erect the most 
perfect plant, and the fact that all were to be 
laspected by hundreds of thousands of visit- 
ors, including men who were interested in 
mining, would stimulate tnem to their best 
endeavors. 

„Every State having all the reduction 
plants necessary to show its resources would 
make enough plants so that one could go 
through them and see the ore in allits stages 
without having to take too much time to it. 

“It is like seeing a rail completed. One is 
not particularly 8 a rail, but if 
one sees the ore transfe into the rail it is 
interesting in the extreme. The idea is to 
give every one a chance to see what processes 
the ore goes through in being transformed 
into bricks of gold, silver, etc. | 

“Ofcourse it will require the arrange- 
ment of a general plan to make this scheme a 
success, but all the details should be ar- 
ranged by a committee composed of men 
| from the States to be represented. That will 
give thema chance to do credit io their 
States. The arrangement of buildings of 
course will have to be decided on later.“ 


SUPREME COURT AND THE DRAINAGE ACT. 


A Springfield Opinion That It May Be De- 
cided Adversely. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 4.—[Special.|—The 
State Supreme Court convenes for its May 
session at Mount Vernon Tuesday, the 6th inst. 
It seems to be a popular impression among at- 
torneys conversant with the usual mode of 
procedure of the court and from intimations 
heretofore made in the press that the court 
will dispose of the Chicago drainage cases at 
this term. The cases are already decided as 
‘a matter of course by the conference held 
upon them when submitted to the court at 
Ottawa, and it only remains now for the 
Justice designated to write the opinion to 
submit it-for approval at the Mount Vernon 
is always light, itis not probable the court 
will be in n more than a week, hence if 
the opinion sbould be fed as generally ex- 
pected it wouid be accessible on the files at 
Ottawa early next week.

Board of Directors of Exposition be re- 
quested to have such disputes settled by 
arbitration; that the board also be asked to 
insert in its contracts a clause providing that 
all disputes be arbitrated by a disinterested 
committee. The resolutions were adopted.

This is the cigar man- 
ufacturing business, at which, it 
appears, the McKinley bill aims a 
deadly blow; and, as in the case with the 
other schedules which we have examined in 
detail, this va! wd to American industry is 
entirely gratuitous, and the loss that will be 
felt by the mauufacturers bas not even the 
poor compensation of a Corresponding gain 
to somebody else. 1 

It is proposed to raise the duty on Suma- 
tra tobacco, which is the light and thin qual- 
ity of leaf used in making cigar wrappers, to 
$2 per pound, the present rate being 75 cents. 
Here is an increase of 166 per cent on a single 
‘article, not producible in this country under 
any conceivable circumstances. It is asked 
for by the raisers of native tobacco, who hope 
thus to drive the foreign leaf out of tne 
market and compel the use of ‘the 
coarser and heavier American leaf 
per. No smoker needs to be wld 
how futile is this hope. The cheaper grades 
of cigars are always manufactured Irom the 
native growth. Itis for the more expensive 
brands that the imported wrapper is used, 
and the people who smoke tnat quality of 
goods will bave them at any price. If they 
. cannot get them here then they will buy 
them abroad. Not one pound additional of 
American tobacco will be used by reason of 
‘this duty. But it hits the manufacturer 
heavily. No matter what the duty he 
must have the imported ieaf for wrappers 
or give up his trade in the better grades of 
cigars. They will cost him from $2 to $2.50 
per thousand more than formerly, while 
they wili have to be furnished to the public 
at the old prices. There are estabdiisbed 
figures for the different grades which the 
trade cannot alter, and the increase of duty 
this time will fall upon the manufacturer. 
The Westera cigarmaker has already to com- 
pete with factories in the East where labor 
is cheaper and material nearer at hand. He 
has, therefore, a smaller maxgin of profit. 
Handicap him stiil further by 2he addition of

There is said to 
be a factory in Vermont which produces 
sugar of milk in small quantities, but mer- 
chants in New York say that the Vermont 
article is not known commercially. The re- 
sult of the increase in tariff will be that the 
retail price of sugar of milk will be doubled, 
and the babies will suffer if their parents do 
not choose to be robbed by a paternal Gov- 
ernment. The other protest is against the 
advance of the duty upon olive oil. At 
present this pays 25 per cent ad valorem on 


all grades. Under the new bill what is known | 


as salad oil will be taxed 85 cents a gallon, 
while machinery or common oil will pay 25 
cents a gallon. This is bound to give rise to 
no end of complications and htigation. ?

‘and resonance. His style of delivery, how- 
ever, is still peculiarly his own, and his man- 
ner of telling a story in illustration of the 
truths of the power of the Gospel is fully as 
pathetic as of yore. 

The theme of his sermon yesterday morn- 
ing was the crucifixion and burial of Jeaus.

The knowledge of Solomon falls 
far short of that stored in the brain of the 
modernscholar, Then were incessant wars: 
today treaty relations curb the aggressive 
spirit. Then the knowledge of neigh boring 
countries was as naught: now we under 
stand the Governments, the lines of thought, 
and the religions of the whole world. 

“ We have inyited the world to see a land 
under Republican rule, with a President in a 
modest mansion and not a King upon an 
ivory throne. We have asked it to look upon 
11,000,000 children in the public schools, and 
to people of overcrowded Europe we say:

large appropriations are proposed for the 
purpose of exhibiting the products and re- 
sources of California atghe Exposition. 

It is just as well to start with the general 
proposition that it will cost California a great 
deal of money to make a proper and becom- 
ing display at Chicago. To act or speak upon 
any Other assumption would be to gain the 
assent of the people upon false pretenses and 
to make them believe that they can*get a 
great deal of benerit for a very little money, 
which cannot be done. The only real ques- 
tion for discussion and consideration is 
whether California can get an adequate re- 
turn for its outlay, and this we think is clear- 
ly demonstrable. 

Chicago is virtually the center of one of 
the most flourishing sections of the United 
States. In its vicinity there isa large and 
constantly increasing population of well-to-do 
people; such people as California is especially 
anxious to attract out here. What we want 
is not so much the class of men who are 
looking for very cheap land as men who have 
some money to investin homes which shall 
be at once a source of pleasure ana of profit. 
Our cheap land is nearly all. taken up, and 
we must look for an increase in our bopulauon 
to the class who will plant orange orchards 
and prune orchards; who will want to be be- 
neath their own vines and fig trees; who will 
set out olive trees on the hilisides and fruit 
trees in the valieys; and who will be content 
to pay for the — of owning charming 
and agreeabie homes.

Grover Cleveland has been admitted to practice 
in the Supreme Court on the motion of ex-At- 
torney-General Garland.”

but why any one (outside of politics), should em- 
ploy an alleged lawyer in such litigation who 
never nad a case in a Court of Record in his own 
State, and certainiy never in the United States: 
Supreme Court, is a problem that can be settled 
only by a political convention.

Lincoln and Garfield were car- 
ried away in coffins. Arthur retired to the dig- 
nity of private life. Grant died at McGregor, 
but itis left to Cleveland to practice law as the 
attorney ofa State that he wants in the 
convention, forgetting that Millard Fillmore 

in dignified poverty ih Buffalo about the time 
that Grover Cleveland was hanging a man in the 
same city. , 

This attempt to recuscitate Grover Cleveland, 
and play him as a lawyer, as an annex for popu- 
larity, beats Dickens“ fatboy.

PROFITS OF BEEF-PACKERS. 


Discrepancies in the Testi¥hony on this In- 


teresting Point. 
The matter concerning the alleged com- 
bine is interesting. Says the report: 


No inquiry as to the existence of a combina- 
tion among the great packing-hcuses can be full 
and n some examination of 
their profits. hen the combination is denied 
the question of profits as inducement to combi 
nation becomes in every aspect pertinent. 

Upon this subject the most wonderful discrep- 
ancy is found be. ween the testimony of Messrs. 
P. B. and S. B. Armour, one pf whom manages 
the business of Armour & Go. at Chicago and the 
other that of Armour & Co. at Kansas City, the 
latter being conducted as a separate business 
but owned by the brothers as partners. 

In his testimony at Kansas City as to the prof: 
its of his business, Mr. S. B. Armour denied that 
the firm was making large profits, and said that 
the retail butchers were taking the larger part of 
the money made ia the sale of beef, and were 
responsibie for ‘the continued high prices paid 
by the consumer.

The official report of the Union Stock-Yards at 
Chicago shows that in 1889 the average price for 
beeves i from 1,200 to 1.500 pounds was 
$3.90, while for Western range natives and half- 
breeds the highest price for any month in 1889 
was $3.30, and for Texas and Indian cattie during 
the same year the highest average price in any 
month was $3.50,

that Armour & Co. botight in every instance 
at the signees market price. The firm of 
Armour & Co. killed during 1889 more than 500,- 
000 cattle, and we have no difficulty in conclud- 
ing that their subordinates when ordered to pre- 
pare a statement for the committee selectea 
such statistics from the firm books as enabled 
them to make the most piausible showing for 
‘heir employers. 

We are justified in making this assertion from 
the fact that Mr. Armour testified that the state- 
ment had been prepared by his clerks, and that 
personally he knew nothing about the details. 

It would have been far more satisfactory if, in- 
stead of bringing to Washington his clerk with 
an ingenious and ex parte presentation of his 
business for a single year, he had come before 
the committee in obedience to its subpcena at 
Chicago and frankly answered all questions. 


THE TRANSPORTATION QUESTION, 


One of the Moat Importont Factors in the 
* Problem. 
There 1s also much of interest on the trans- 
portation question, as will be seen: 


Under the terms of the resolution creating the 
committee, we were instructed to inquire as to 


the transportauon of meat products, and we,

rat railroads running east from Chicago, and 
hile that arrangement terminated some years 
Ago, there are other and more powerful associa- 
tions between railroad companies. now opera- 
tive, which affect vitally the meat supply of the 


ee ye + 

At the City of Chicago is the Central Traffic 
Association, embracing nearly all the railroads 
west of Pittsburg and from Chicago to the Ohio 
and Mississippi Rivers, while the Trunk-Line 
Association at New York has in its membership 
ail the roads running east from Chicago. The ob- 
ject of forming these associations is to prevent 
cutting in rates as between the roads and to con- 
trol the entire t of the country in the in- 
terest of railroad.companies. Practically it is 
one combination, for the Trunk-Liue Associa- 
tion, by means of the connecting lines con 
trolled by the great Eastern roads, the Pennsyl- 
vania, New York Central, Eric, and Baltimore 
and Ohio, all of which belong to the Trufik-Line 
Associauou, dominates the Central Trat 
fie Association. The enormous power 
wielded by the Trunk-Line Associa- 
tion is almost incalcalable. Every pound 
of freight and every head of cattle and 
hogs going either way across the continent must 
pay tribute to the roads comprising this vast 
combine. At its head is the President of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, a corporation whose 
Vice-President testified before the committee 
that his company controlled 7,000 miles of rail 
way. and had on it pay-roll 80,000 employés. 
Consolidated in purpose, and under the manage- 
ment of able men whose lives are devoted to 
corporate interests, there cannot be imagined an 
organization more potent than this combination. 

As a necessary result of the concentration at 
Chicagoof the catttle trade by railroad combi- 
nation, there was established atgthat placesthe 
Union Stock-Yards, and similar yards at Buf- 
falo, between Chic and New York. 

The Union Stock-Yaras company has a capital 
rtock of $4,400,000, owns 320 acres of ground, of 
which 200 are used for the yards and 120 occupied 
for railroad tracks, The company has nearly 100 
miles of railroad, connecting with all the roads 
coming to Chicago, and employs in its yards 
nearly 2,000 men. 

The capacity of these yards is about 25,000 cat- 
tle, 120,000 hogs, and 15,000 sheep daily. 

Some idea can be optained of the profits se- 
cured by this enterprise when we reflect that 
the charges for feed, which must be bought ex- 
clusively from the company, #re $1 per 100 
8 for prairie hay, $1.50 for tame hay. 81 a 

ushel for corn. To this must be added the 
charge of 25 cents for each head of catile enter-

They sre an expensive 
car to build as well, and we. never could tell 
whether it was a busibess that had come to stay, 
or whether it was temporary. Hence, when the 
dressed beef men came along with cars provided 
to do this business we accepted their cars and 
ran them for several years, and in the meantime 
continued to use our oon Cars in the live-stock 
business east, returning the cars loaded. with 
coke and coal for Chicago and points in the West, 
until the patent stock cars were introduced, 
when one line after ther began using them 
and we were finally @ompelled to take some in 
competition with 1 other lines, very much 
against our own wishes and against our own 
judgment. because patent stock cars were

This is a valuable statement, and shows clear- 
ly that although bot} palace cattie cars and the 
refrigerator dressedfbeef Cars must be hauled 
back empty, the former not weighing so much as 
the latter the refrigerator cars are allowed 
mileage, which is refused to palace cattle cars. 

In order to show tie. N of this discrimi 
nation in favor of the Cu — dressea-beef ship- 
pers we call attention to the following: 

A refrigerator-oar with ice and salt for cool- 
ingo weighs from 40,000 to 45.000 pounds; and in 
such a car there is generally transported about 
20,000 pounds of dressed beet, or 2.1 or 2.2 tons of 
car to one ton of beef. 

The freight cost on dressed beef from Chicago 
New York is G cents per 100 pounds, which 
Would vay the Pennsylvania railroad on an esti- 
mate of 20,000 pounds of beef to the car $90, less 
lighterage in New York at three cents per 100 
pounds (86), making $84. 

If there be allowed the dressed-beef shippers 
$15 for 2,000 miles at three-fourths of a cents per 
mile, being tne distance between Chicago and 
New York each way, and it cost the railroad 89 
for hatling back the empty car, there remains 
$60 actual revenue for the road. 

Mr. P. D. Armour, in his statement before the 
committee, actually complains of the discrimina- 
tion against the dressed-beef shippers by the rail- 
roads, and says: 

“The railroads have paid, except when freight 


was below a paying basis, a rental or mileage for 


the use of refrigerator cars, th® same as upon 
all other cars. at three-fourths of a cent per mile. 
This is the rate at present upon all roads center- 
ing in Chicago, except a few of the Western rail- 
roads, which pay one cent.” 0 

This statement is made deliberately in face of 
the admitted fact that no mileage had been paid 
upon cattle cars belonging to shippers since 
May, 1888, by any of the railroads belonging to 
ihe Trunk Line Association. 


AS TO THE EXPORT TRADE. 


Facts and Statistica on This Important 
N subject. 

The report enters at length on the ques- 
tion of the export trade in cattle and dressed 
beef, and by statistics shows an increase in 
live-cattle exports in six years of nearly 50 
per cent and in dressed beef an increase of 


64 per cent in two years. Regarding monop- 


oly of export transportation the report says: 
The testimony of witnesses counected with the 
lines of steamers running from New York to for- 


. sign ports disclosed the fact that it is the cus- 


tom for certain shippers to engage for months in 
advance ail the carlying capacity of steamers 
transporting live cattle and dressed beef abroad, 
so as to shut out other parties entirely from the 
foreign trade. 

The proof showed that m some instances all 
the steamers in a line would be contracted for 
months in advance o one shipper. [Pages 555-6-7 
of printed testimony, } 

The only reason assigned for this extraordina- 
ry proceeding is the pretext that if the carrying 
capacity of a steamer should be divided between 
two or more shippers their employés in charge of 
the cattle would engage in quarrels and fights, 
which caused trouble and annoyance to the offi- 


cers. 
As one witnees expressed it, “The idea is that 
the cartle-tenders gét to fighting and we cannot 
: here we have but one man's 
we balitrol them.” 
These excliisive contracts are not made after 
advertisement to the highest and best bidder, 
nor are sealed proposais madé and accepted. 
The testimony shews that the contracts are 
made by the steamship lines with brokers who 
offer to engage one or more steamers for a cer- 
tain number of months at a certain price for 
transportation of each animal, and after the con- 
tract is closed the Steamers contracted are out 
of the market. From that time the monopoly 
ny and it is useless for any other shipper to 
apply. ' 
hen it is considered that these steamers are 
common carriers and subject to the law regu- 
lating the rights and duties of the public and 
common carriers, the enormity of the abuse 
created by this practice of monopolizing their 
carrying capacity in transporting  cattie 
to foreign ports is evident. The plain 
und settled provisions of the law governing com- 
mon carriers require them to recéive freight as 
it is offered from all shippers alike up to their 
full ability to receive and transport. They have 
no right by contract or otherwise to create or 
grant a monopoly, but cattle must be taken by 
them in the order offered without unjust dis 
crimination. It will be noticed that this is not 
the case of what is known in commercial law as 
that of a charter party, where a vessel is rented 
or chartered for one or more voyages, but here 
the steamship company holds itself outas a 
common carrier and then proceeds to grant a 
monopoly of all its carrying capacity to the ex- 
clusion of the general public. 

The committee reports herewith a bill the ob- 
jectof which is to. prevent discrimination in 
favor of certain shippers as against the public, 
and recommend its passage, 


REMEDIES PROPOSED, 


. 
Suggestions of the Committee Embodied 
in a Bill. 

The most important consideration in view 
of the facts we have reported is as to the 
remedies to be applied by legislation,” the 
report says. It continues: 

We have stated that in our opinion the princr 
pal cause of the depression in the prices paid the 
cattle-raiser, and of the remarkable fact that the 
cost of beef to the consumer is not decreased in 
proportion, comes from he artificial and abnor- 
mal centralization of markets and the absolute 
control by a few operators thereby made possi- 
vie, Other causes have contributed, but so long 
as the combine at Chicago can dominate the en- 
tire cattle interest of tne country there will he 
the same result. 

It may be that the profits made by this combine 
will induce other capitalists to enter into com- 
petition with those now in ssession. Rumors

hibitions Present Few Striking Feat-

Loxpox, May 3.—That dreadful 1st of May 
has come and gone, and Europe is not much 
the worse. Hardly a shot was fired, and 
nowhere was there any serious disturbance. 
Genuine workmen perceived that the social- 
istic mob meant to take advantage of their 
demonstration, 
‘partnership with revolutionary disorder. The 
two places where most was feared were 
Paris and Vienna. The precautions taken in 
both piaces were ample for anything less 
than a general uprising. @he whole gar- 


rison of Vienna was on a war footing, The 


workingmen contented themselves with 
holding meetings resolving in favor of eight 
hours for a day’s work. This done they au- 
journed to the Prater, drank veer and con- 
sumed innumerable sausages, and wondered 
why the troops were under arms. 

M. CONSTANS THE HERO OF THE DAY. 

In Paris there was no disturbance worth 
mentioning, though but for the precautions 
taken the city might have been 
aflame. The hero of Thursday is M. 
Constans, the Minister of the Interior. 
Europe had heard of him before as 
an able and resolute man, It knows him 
now as thoroughly capable of keeping order, 
M. Biowitz published Thursday what is 
called an interview with this Minister. It is 
really a speech by M. Constans—a very 
strong speech, the speech of a man who has 


ideas as well as courage ana administrative.

Constans seized men and women too 
who were planning crime or mciting crime. 
Yet nobody has bethought himself of liking 
France to Ireland or crying out against co-

M. Constans has 
shown that a republic can govern in diffi- 
cult moments. America knew it; but Eu- 
rope still thinks that axiom a novelty, 
SOCIALIST DEMUNSTRATIONS. 

Nothing happened elsewhere worth notice. 
Berlin, which has been tne sceneof a 
strike at least for a day, hoias 400,000 work- 
men, of whom perhaps. one-twentieth part 
took a holiday. Neither in Italy nor in Spain 
was a finger lifted. It is doubtful wheter 
in Russia the censor allowed anybody to 
know that it was weist of May.

BOULANGIST CANDIDATES BEATEN, 

The best feature of Paris municipal elec- 
tions is the defeat of Boulangist candidates. 
Relying on bis tremendous victory at the 
beginning of last year, Gen. Boulanger seems 
to have believed that he could retrieve in 
Paris some part of his general disasters in 
the country. He succeeded in one solitary 
district, whicn returned a Boulangist Coun- 
cilor.

GLADSTONE AGAINCONVERTED,

nas changed and he must change with it. 
There was a majority of the Scotch members 
for last year’s motion, and a 1 of the 
new Scotch members chosen since 1886 are 
on the same side. So Mr. Gladstone, to 
whom disestablishment was once a synonym 
for sacrilege, marches over into the majority 
camp. Tue House rejected the motion by 88 
majority. 

CBAMBERLAIN’S ATTITUDE,
